This thread reminds me of my introduction to ham radio back in the early

was a ham from across town on 75 meters. He was Benton, W4KRX (now SK). 

I spent many hours listening to his transmissions. It sparked my interest 
and I eventually got my Novice ticket at age 16. 

I wonder if any other reflector readers ever owned this Remco toy kit? It 
was in a big black plastic case and had some yellow fake antennas or other 
nonsense on top.

As a sidenote, your table indicates "No switchable Pre Amp., Compare to 
Pre-Amp OFF Numbers" for the Ten-Tec Argonaut V. I believe this to 
misleading in that the pre-amp is simply on all the time (Q31-033). It 
would be more fair to compare the test results to those of other rigs with 
their pre-amps on. Even the ARRL review neglected to mention this fact. 


I don't see how simply removing the pre-amp switch should be enough reason 
to give the Argonaut V such punishment, from the ham world in general that 
is.

Wow Tim! I'm amazed that you could learn so much about a rig ina day. I've 

been extremely happy with my Ten-Tec Argonaut V that I received on Feb 14th 

but I'm still giving it a workout. I wasn't even aware that the Argonaut was 
meant to compete with the K2. I wouldn't dream of comparing it to a rig that 
you can build yourself. 


When I first got my Argonaut I put it in the ARRL CW DX Contest and it held 
up just fine. The tunable filters are a pleasure to work with and I had no 
problems rejecting 30 over S9 adjacent signals. No blocking. IMD, AGC 
pumping was observed. I also put it in the ARRL 160m Contest and the CQ 
Worldwide SSB Contest the other day. The receiver held up perfectly. I know 
there are better receivers but the bottom line is I'd never know it and that 
is all that matters. 


If you must compare, at a recent local club meeting the passband response of 
the Argonaut V was compared to that of the K2. This was meant to be a 
demonstration of a sophisticated spectrogram program but I think it was an 
eye opener. The K2 had slightly steeper skirts on the low side using its 
crystal filter but the high end rolled off rather slowly. At wide passbands 
the ripple was pretty nasty. The Argonaut's skirts weren't quite as sharp 
but the response looked like something out of a textbook. There was no 
ripple in the passband as it was adjusted from 200 Hz to 3000 Hz plus the 
passband is fully adjustable in position. The 200 Hz setting ended up being 
a little greater the 200 Hz however. For the price, the IF-DSP of the 
Argonaut does a pretty respectable job in my opinion. 


Regarding receiver specs. it should be keep in mind that everyone is 
comparing the Argonaut's specifications with those of other rigs with their 
pre-amps turned OFF. Seeing as the Argonaut's pre-amp is always on 
(Q31-Q33), I think that it should be compared to other rigs with their 
pre-amps ON to compare "apples to apples". This certainly would change the 


IP3 results. Should the absence of a pre-amp switch bring such punishment 
to Ten-Tec? They at least included a 20dB attenuator. 


The Argonaut is a current hog at 1A on receive but I bought this rig for the 
house to replace my aging TS-130V (also a current hog). Along with my SGC 
SG-237 autotuner I can work the world on any MF/HF frequency and ANY mode at 
the touch of a button. If one wants a rig like the K2 then get a K2. This 
Argonaut V "orphan" has a permanent place here in my shack however. I've got 
other rigs that I'd prefer to use in the field and I'd like to have a K1. 
I've built plenty of my own rigs and I know nothing can truly compare to 
something that you build yourself and put on the air. 


Sorry for the soapbox but I'm tired of only hearing bad reports from k2 
owners who have never really put the Argonaut through its paces.

In "QRP Power" (published by ARRL), Rick Campbell, KK7B describes his 
single-signal direct conversion receiver by using a block diagram and 
algebraic combinations of simple trig functions. These explain how a 
single signal audio output is created from the rf input and local 
oscillator. It's very easy to follow and shows exactly how the other 
sideband (audio image) is suppressed. 


I remember seeing a similar "diagram with algebraic combination of trig 
functions" for a superhet receiver in the communications theory course I 
took (30+) years ago. It was also (at the time, anyway) clear and easy 
to follow. 


I've never seen a similar diagram / explanation of a regenerative or 
super-regenerative receivers. Has anyone seen one of these? The 
explanation in plain words of these circuits has always puzzled and 
confounded me. 


Thanks in advance for any clarifications or references.

Gang, if the Argo V has a preamp that is on all the time then 
it's not going to work well on 160, 80 and 40 meters. I have proven to 
myself with the FT-817 that for 40 meter Fox Hunts you MUST turn off the 
preamp and turn on the 10 DB attenuator. This keeps the average band 
noise at a level the bandpass filter can handle. 


If the Argo V has a larger attenuator then it might be possible 
achieve the same balance of band noise with the preamp "on

As a sidenote, your table indicates "No switchable Pre Amp., Compare to 
Pre-Amp OFF Numbers" for the Ten-Tec Argonaut V. I believe this to 
misleading in that the pre-amp is simply on all the time (Q31-033). It 
would be more fair to compare the test results to those of other rigs with 
their pre-amps on. Even the ARRL review neglected to mention this fact. 


I don't see how simply removing the pre-amp switch should be enough reason

Heya Sergio. Yes, the entire world has been building stuff Manhattan style 
while you've been too busy working to notice <g> 


I would be a little reluctant to build something heavily IC's, but something 
like a memory keyer with one, maybe 2, chips, preferably 8 pin DIPs, this 
would be a nice project. K8IQY and K7Q0O both have pages showing IC 
mounting, either technique works. I'ma little sloppier, I use a Plexiglas 
knife to cut grooves in the IC pad between the pins. 


I use a Radio Shack nibbler to make the pads - it makes small, rectangular 
pads, which I like, but which don't look as nice as Chuck's round pads. I 
prefer really thin material for the pads, the RS nibbler seems to work 
better and then I don't have the altitude difference. The RS nibbler 
doesn't work at all on Radio Shack's copperclad which just crumbles when you 
try to nibble it. When Bob Hightower had the 2N2/40 startup kit, he 
supplied strips of copperclad about 0.5 cm wide, these are easily hacked 
into decent pads with a tin snips. Again, they don't look as nice as 
Chuck's pretty round pads, but then I'm more into function than style!

The ZM-2 will not always go out. Sometimes that is because it is very 
sensitive, and it is just not possible to get an exact match. 


The LED goes completely out at around 5 mw of reflected power, so a dim 
LED is still a very good match. 


The second reason it does not always go completely out is that 5 mw is 
30 db down from a full 5w output. I have seen cases where harmonics 
from the transmitter will "false" the LED and keep it from going 
completely out. In this case the harmonic is seeing a mismatched 
condition, while the fundamental is matched, and the harmonic mismatch 
is causing the LED to light up a little bit.

known commercial/kit QRP(or QRO) radios so far... I look 
forward to an even better radio someday, be it made by 
Elecraft or not... 


But, in the meantime... 


I'll take a superior blocking dynamic range over an inferior 
one every time...see the QEX article(pdf file) "The DX 
Prowess of HF receivers" on the Elecraft webpage if you 
don't understand this...it's fairly simple... If you can't 
hear ‘em you DON'T work ‘em... 


If you want more audio out... add one of those nice little 
1.5W ten-buck TT audio amp kits...think the number is 1550. 
In the shack I often boost the K2's audio output with one in 
order to drive a large 8" speaker that can be heard all over 
the house. 


If you have a K2 with a serial number less than 3000 and you 
have not installed the new higher-Q IF crystals ...D0O SO! 
It makes a noticable improvement for an extremely modest 
investment(ten bucks for CW, fifteen for CW and SSB). As an 
aside here...I measured the new crystals before installation 
and their total span of resonance points was fifteen 
hertz...all fourteen of them. I really like the sound of 
those filters now. They sound like great crystal 
filters...know what I mean?
